The Bloomington Manufacturers’ Exposition was first suggested in Feb- 
ruary, 1911, and the project was so warmly applauded that it was unani- 
mously decided to hold a "Made in Bloomington Show" in the early summer 
Of 1011. 


The Association appointed the chairman of the Manufacturers Commit- 
tee, А. А, Rothmann, ‘as chairman of a special committee with full power 
to act, to select his own committee and use his best efforts in bringing this 
project to a creditable solution. 


At a subsequent meeting, April 14, of the Board of Directors, the chair- 
man of the Special Exposition Committee submitted his detailed report and 
outlined plans for holding the Exposition, and this report was so convincing 
of success and proved so satisfactory that not a change in details was even 
suggested and the report was adopted without a dissenting vote. 


The Special Committee called a Mass Meeting of all Bloomington 
Manufacturers and producers, for the evening of April 20th at the Council 
Chamber of the City Hall, for the express purpose of putting this project 
up to those most vitally interested in such an undertaking, whether mem- 
bers of the Bloomington Business Men's Association or not. 


The Chairman of the Manufacturers Committee and Special Committee, 
A. A. Rothmann, was elected chairman of the meeting and Chas. F. J. Agle 
was elected Secretary. 


After the Chairman had stated the object of the meeting and outlined 
the full program which was to be carried out in connection with the Exposi- 
tion, in a full week of celebration, in which all Merchants were to unite, 
the assemblage unanimously approved of the project, not only as meritorious, 
but also as practicable, and it was decided to at once make all necessary 
preparations to hold an Exposition on a scale consistent with the city's stand- 
ing as the ideal city of the middle west.

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The Special Committee was unanimously chosen by the assembled Manu- 
facturers and Producers, as the Executive Committee of the proposed Ex- 
position, with full power given them to select all Department Committees, 
necessary to work out all details pertaining to the success and welfare of the 
undertaking. This Committee consists of the following (all manufacturers 


and producers): A. A. Rothmann, Chairman, Paul F. Beich, C. W. Klemm, 


A. C. Eddy, Chas. F. J. Agle, Secretary. 


A second Mass Meeting of all Manufacturers and Producers and Mer- 
chants was held, on the evening of April 27, at the City Hall, at which time 
the Council Chamber was taxed to its full capacity, showing that the inter- 
est in the Exposition had been fully aroused and that the citizens were awake 
to the necessity of making an effort, to stimulate civic pride, and strengthen 
local loyalty to Home Manufacturers and their products. 


The date of the Exposition and of the Festival was set for the week 
of June 19-24; the first day being the 11th anniversary of the great fire 
(1900) and also the 68th anniversary of the organization of Bloomington, 
as a mere town (1843). 


The name given this event was, “Bloomington Manufacturers’ Exposi- 
tion and Merchants’ Festival." 


The Executive Committee at once set out in earnest to successfully 
launch the project and after due consideration, appointed chairman and 
members of the various Department Committee, which were deemed advis- 
able and necessary, and these committees were approved of by the assembled 


Manufacturers, Producers and Merchants present. 


Roome were rented at 216 West Jefferson street, opposite the Illinois 
Hotel, as headquarters of the Manufacturers Exposition and Merchants' 
Festival, and opened for business on May 8, 1911, with a meeting of the 
Executive Committee and the Publicity Committee and the Chairman of 
the various committees, and from the opening day on, the headquarters was 
at times, the busiest spot in the business section of the busiest little city of 
the "Prairie State." 


"The Coliseum" (seating capacity 5,000) was leased as the place for 
holding this Exposition, and the program mapped out, embodied a week's 
out-door celebration by the Merchants of the city and in this way give 
the visitors, who will swarm to the "Evergreen City" during Festival Week, 
some of the most gorgeous displays of entertainment ever offered by any 
city the size of Blessed Bloomington. 


À feature of notable mention will be the elaborate Street Decorations 
by day and the Illuminations of the city at night, растр anything ever 
attempted in this city heretofore.

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The Publicity Committee at once opened up a vigorous Advertising 
Campaign, on no small scale, 100,000 Exposition gum stickers were distributed 
to the Manufacturers and Merchants, 2,000 large show window signs were 
sent out and 15,000 small pendants in the shape of the map of Illinois, 1% 
inch long, made of yellow celluloid, with bright green imprint, were given 
away free, street car and interurban car advertisements were posted, and large 
bill board ads were placed to advantage, and systematic newspaper display 
advertisements were used to elaborately advertise the “Bloomington Exposi- 
tion and Merchants’ Festival.” 


A Souvenir Book of the Exposition, including a short history of the 
Evergreen City, together with useful hints and other information, a direc- 
tory of the Exhibitors, a classified list of Bloomington Manufacturers and 
Producers and with other matter pertaining to local industries, was preparea 
by the Executive Committee, in conjunction with the Publicity Committee.
